CANTON, O., Oct. 29. Thousands of pil-

grims came into Canton to-da- y and the
Republican nominee had little rest, his lawn
and the street in front of the residence
being thronged from morning until night.
The delegations came so fast that Major
McKinley could not find time to lunch till
after --3 o'clock. One party was in town
before 7 o'clock, but delayed its call till
the Major had finished his breakfast. Oth-
ers came at short intervals during the
day, and the crowd became so large that
the speaking had to be transferred from
the porch to the reviewing stand. Every
caller was intent on shaking hands with
the nominee, and so far as possible the op-

portunity was granted, though it was a
herculean task. At one time the crowd be-

came so large it was impossible to organ-
ize a line for a hand-shakin- g reception.
But hundreds in the party lingered about
the house waiting for the Major to reap-
pear, and towards evening he came out
upon the porch to meet them.

Major' McKinley made five formal ad-

dresses to-da- y, the last to seven carloads
of people coming from Fulton and Wil-
liams ccuntles, Ohio, and DeKalb and other
northwestern counties of Indiana. There
were two introductory addresses. The five
audiences addressed were composed of
fourteen delegations, in which there were
railroad men, business men and manufac-
turers, farmers, mechanics, miners, "cil men,
glass workers, iron workers, bankers, pro-

fessional men, printers, men and women
office employes, coming from four States,
West-Virginia- Pennsylvania, Indiana and
Ohio. Beside the. five speeches Major Mc-

Kinley received a large number of indi-
vidual callers from all over the country,
shook hands with a large party of women
stenographers from Akron, who had a
tally-h- o parade, and who were afterwards
received'by Major McKinley's mother; met
and spoke informally in his library to the
directors ar.d officers of t' 5 German Deposit
Bank of Pittsburg, and made a brief ad-
dress, in the same place responding to the
greetings of a small party of business men
and manufacturers of Pittsburg.

The first delegation was the employes of
the Kanawha & Michigan railroad. The
party left Charleston, W. Va., at 7 o'clock
last night and traveled all night. At 9

o'clock the visitors were escorted to the
McKinley home and were there Introduced
by W. W. Brown, a conductor of the road.
Shortly after 1 o'clock a special train of a
dozen coaches arrived, bringing farmers,
business men, working men and citizens in
general from Hancock, and Seneca coun-
ties, Ohio. The delegation was headed by
a band and made a very enthusiastic dem-
onstration on the lawn, when Major Mc-

Kinley appeared. Addrestcs were made by
T. H. Connica, of Findlay, and W. A.
Dickey, of Tiffin.

Residents of Columbus and of Vinton,
Huron and Fairfield counties, coming on
one long special train, constituted another
audience addressed by Major McKinley.
They reached the house shortly after 2

o'clock. Addresses were, made by Judge
Lorenzo D. Hagarty, of Columbus; Dr. C.
B. Taylor, of McArthur; T. S. Purcell, of
Logan; George Mordoff, of Wakeman, and
W. S. Winkoop. A trainload of farmers,
business men and old soldiers came from
Ashlandj county with greetings and assur-
ances of support. They were received on
the lawn and Introduced by Thomas Carey,
of Perryville. The lady employes of Whit-
man "& Barnes, who came from Akron, In-

dulged in no formal speech-makin- g. Each
was presented to Major McKinley and later
to his mother. They brought magnificent
ilowers for the wife and mother.

A small party of business nen and manu-
facturers of Pittsburg called at the Mc-Kinl- ev

home this afternoon. It was made
up of Col. J. M. Schoonmaker, O. H. Childs,

NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 29. The Hon. W.

Great preparations were made for Mr.
Cockran's speech. Armory Hall had put on
a gala dress. A stand had been erected on
the west side of the hall draped with Amer-
ican flags, also the western gallery front,
the flags being borrowed from the navy
yard for this and other like occasions of
the campaign. By 2 o'clock, the time set
for the speaking, 3,000 people had gathered
in the hall, many being drawn by curios-
ity, and of these a great number were sil-verlt- es,

proclaimed so by the wearing of
buttons and badges.

At 2 p. m. to the strains of "Hail to the
Chief" from the naval post band, stationed
in the north gallery, Mr. Cockran entered
the hall, escorted by the gold standard lead-
ers in this city. He was greeted with
cheers, followed by cheers for Bryan and
Sewall, and for Young and McKinley. As
Mr. Cockran moved to the front of the
stage he was greeted with mingled cheers
and hisses. The latter demonstration Mr.
Cockran made use of, and he remarked:
"I never object to Populistic arguments,
and these shouts are among the best of
them I have heard. Populists can't wait
for success, before they begin their estaa-llshme- nt

of disorder. I stand here to op-

Mr. Cockran said that he had been mis-
represented by the prviss as to t.ia Madison
Square Garden speech, ai.d that only a fo.'

Disastrous Explosion of Gnu In One of
the Collieries of the Lehigh and

AViikesbarre Company.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 29. A terrible
explosion of gas occurred in No. 3 mine
of tho Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Com-
pany, in South Wilkesbarre, between 1 and
2 o'clock this afternoon. Six men are
known to be dead and two injured. It is
not yet known how many men were in the
mine at tho time of the explosion, but
twelve are reported missing, and it is be-

The cause of the explosion will possibly
never bo known. The mine was idle for to-
day. Usually there are from 400 to 500 men
employed in the mine. Had they all been
at work when the explosion occurred the
loss of Irfe would have been fearful. The
only men In the mine this afternoon were
the company hands and fire bosses, who
were at work in the rock tunnel changing
the air course. Among those at work in
the tunnel were: Thomaa Owens, William
Lacey and James Worth. The piace was
very gaseous, and the men worked with
safety lamps. It Is believed the gas was
ignited by a blast. David Williams, the
driver boss, was at the head of the slcoe,
500 feet away, when the explosion occurred,
and was hurled some distance and injured.
He was the only one in that vicinity who
escaped alive. The explosion was so revere
that it was plainly felt at the mouth of the
shaft. The roof of the fanhouse was blown
off and all the' airways and brattice inside
were wrecked and blown away. The alarm
was promptly given, and hundreds of men,
women and children rushed to the head of
the shaft. The grief of the womankind
who had husbands, sons or brothers in the
mine was heartrending.

The work of organizing rescue gangs was
begun without delay. It was a perilous un-
dertaking, as the sequel proved, but noman faltered, ire boss W iiliam R. Jones
and assistant mine foreman John Joseph
selected the men for the first party amithemselves led the way. All were over-
come by the dread afteruamp, but not untilthey had found driver boss David Williams.
All except Joseph succeeded in reaching the
foot of the shaft, and were removed to thesurface, but the old fire boss, William R.Jones, succumbed to the dealy lire damp,
and cied in half an hour after being oioug.it
out, despite tne efforts of Drs. Stewart andPetty, who did their utmost to revive him,
John Joseph, the other hero, became sep-
arated from the first party, and the sec-
ond rescuing party found his body and re-
moved it to the surface at 2:30 o'clock. A
number of company men who worked in a
different part of the mine reached the sur-
face by the No. 5 shaft, and also by an-
other opening. It is not thought possible
to reach the four men in the rock tunnel
until the air currents are opened.

Superintendent La wall and other officials
of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre company
were early on the scene, and did all in
human power to aid the men below. Many
streams of water were sent down the shaftto establish a temporary air current while
the work of rescue was in progress. La wall'
believes there m4y yet be six men inside,
but an old miner insists there are twelve.
It is the general supposition that all are
dead. A rescue party of twelve men. In
charge of mine foreman John F. Jones, is
slowly making way to the rock tunnel and
building fin air passage the entire distance
to insure safety. The mine damp is very
bad, and the work of rescue is progressing
at great risk. On March 2. 1S90. in this
same colliery eight men were imprisoned
and died before they could be reached by
the rescuing party.

Later The bodies of Thomas Owens Wil-
liam Lacey, James Herrcn and J. A. Worth,
who were at work in the tunnel, were
found at ft o'clock. They were horribly
burned and hardly recognizable. The res-
cuers are now at work clearing the tunnel
in the expectation of finding more bodies.
It is believed now. however, that six is the
total number of dead.

One Killed, Two Un tally Injnred.
WILKESBARRE. Pa., Oct. 29. One per-

son was killed, two were fatally injured
and another was seriously injured by an
accident on the Wyoming Valley traction
line, early to-da- y. The killed and injured
are: Julia Walsh, aged twenty years, of
Port Bowkley, both legs cut off and diet!
while being removed to the hospital; John
Hughes, of Port Griffith, cut about the
head and injured internally; Dennis Hogan,
aged 'seventeen years, of Midvale. leg
broken and internally injured; Julia Curley,
aged twenty years, had an arm broken and
contusion on the head anil body, but will
recover. Tho car was running on the line
between this city and Pittston. When
about a mile from Wilkesbarre it jumped
the track. It fell upon its side, pinning
four of tho passenger. under the wreck. Itwas nearly an hour before they were re-
moved.

BISHOP WHIPPLE SPEAKS.

In Viarorou Terms He Conilemns the
Blasphemous Bryan Campaign.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
NEW YORK, Oct. 23. One of the notable

features of the present political campaign
has beon the outspoken utterances of lead-
ing clergymen against the would-b- e cur-
rency debasers, repudlationlsts and law-defie- rs

of the Popocratio party. Arch-
bishop Ireland and other prelates of the
Catholic Church hr.ve come out openly for
the Republican ticket, and a number of
Protestant bishops have likewise advocated
the election of Major McKinley. In an in-

terview here Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota,
says:

"When I reflect on what has really made
it possible for this demonstration under
the lead of Bryan to be made, I realizefully what the awful import of those forces
is. It does not mean law and order itmeans the opposite. It does not mean na-
tional honor and faith it means the re-
verse. It means the desperate peril of al:
that would put a republican democracy In
danger, and of the very agencies which
have destroyed all republics in the past.

. "It is a greater peril than confronted us
In 1861. At the worst, that would have re-
sulted only in a division of the Union. We
should have had two republics' instead or
one, but each of them would have beenlawabiding republics, each of them gov-
erned in the main by the same principles
that governed the United States prior to
'61. The same principles of the republican
government I mean. But this proposition
means government without reasonable lav,
means the beginning and rapid growth ofevery detestable thing, means the absolute
destruction of our fabric of government as
the inevitable result of such a thing.

"Now," he continued, "being convinced
that these abhorrent forces are the dom-
inant ones In this new movement, I wa
filled with anxiety, not because I feared
that this or that partj would be over-
thrown, but because it 3cemed to me thatour life as a nation, and our honor and our
glory were in peril of desperate and shame-
less things. In my anxiety I went to an old
friend, a man who has been fin influential
Democrat, a man of high business charac-
ter and noble manner of life, and 1 said
to him that I was in great anxiety, in
much distress about these things. 1 did
feel that in the end it would all be weli,
and that it perhaps might be a part of thepurpose which has so signally guided this
Nation, that there be one supreme test be-
tween the forces of order, law and mor-
ality, and the low and vi!e impulses which
sometimes control considerable bodies ofmen.

"My friend said to me: 'Bishop, let us
look at these things. What do we see
everywhere? We find the great body
of Intelligent and influential Democrats re-
pudiating this thing and determining to op-
pose it, either in alliance with the Repub-
licans, or by independent action. We find
that the gnat majority of men of business
who have achieved much for the prosperity
of this country are standing with firm front
in opposition to this thing.

"'We find that that portion of the pres
of the United States, which is in reality a
molder of, public opinion, and a fair rep--

f resentative of the most intelligent senti
ment, stands with practical unanimity in
opposition to the Chicago platform. We
find not a single man who has had experi-
ence in matters of finance wno does not
denounce) these propositions as utterly de-
structive to prosperity and ruinous to ad-
vancement.

" 'We find the religious Influences almost
everywhere in the United States firm In
support of public and private morality and
good faith. That being so, can it be pos-
sible that our civilization has so degraded
that all the forces to which thes.j Influences
are antagonistic may be so massed as to
prevail and gain control of our country?
I do not believe It." "

For a moment the bishop hesitated, and
then added: "Neither can I. I oannot be-
lieve that we have been taught and gained
experience, and maintained for l hundredyears the lessons of the fathers, only to
find them now of no avail. And I am sat-
isfied that it will yet all bo well. We may
have needed this experience, but I am sure
that we need not now despair.

"There is another thing about which I
vould like to say a word. I have been
thinking of the amazing and shameful
characteristics of this campaign, and my
recollection has brought to mind other
presidential canvasses. Ibw marked and
abyssmal is the difference! Here is a new
departure as they call it, a vast movement
raid to be for the benefit of the downtrod-
den, suffering people.

"Ana how is It inaugurated? By a show
of rabbits' feet, by spirit seances, - like the
hcrrible pretense of a communication from
Lincoln advising the citizens to support
Bryan. By charms and superstitions, and
above all by blaph3mous comparisons and
by a blasphemous imagery.

-- "Think of a campaign made ostensibly ir.
the name of the poor, and humble and
weak, characterized by shocking L!asphe-m- y;

and these things have taken th place
of the sober, statesmanlike counsel which
that long list of able and honorable men
who loved their country, and who served
their party as its leaders, gave to theirparty from the beginning of the Nation
till this time. It is appalling. It is humli- -'

iatlng for an American of whatever party
to contemplate.

"I am giad Jo say as much as this, and
I want to say just one thing more. I hop
and believe that the victory next Tuesday
will be so overwhelming that these forces
will be scattered, so that they may tic
wholly destroyed, and with this single ex-
ample of the integrity and moral strength
of the Nation there may be such a prece-
dent as will make it impossible for sucn
an attempt to be made again."

"My Fellow-citize- ns For more thantwenty years I have journeyed throughoutmy native State speaking to the people up-

on public questions, so that I have become
personally acquainted with a large part of
the population of Ohio. I see in this audi-
ence many faces .that I have often met
and addressed before both from the county
of Hancock and the county of Seneca; for,
as Senator McConica has told you, for
more' than ten years I have visited your
county and quite as often, I believe, vis-
ited the other county that is represented
in this yard to-da- y. I bid you all welcome
to my city and home. We have indeed a
proud heritage. We can justly glory in thesplendid achievements of our State and thegrander achievements of our country. We
have been blessed as no other people inthe world have been blessed.

"I am glad to meet this representativebedy, coming from all callings, occupa-
tions and professions from these two coun-
ties, and I am especially glad to meet thegood women who honor me with their pres-
ence to-da- y.

bor or products. As I said a moment ago
this is the-sor- t of money we have now, andis the sort that next Tuesday we mean todecree shall be continued.

"What is the other question, my fellow-citizen- s?

The other question is one of tax-ation. It takes money to run the govern-ment, and our political opponents say theywill not borrow any money to do it andthey do not tell us how they will run it (Avoice: 'They don't know!')
